W ashington, April 26.—Congress yes­ 
terday formally declared war to exist 
between the United States and Spain. 
The senate passed the naval appropria­ 
tion bill, carrying large amounts of mon­ 
ey for the 
improvement of our sea 
fighting arm. The Hull army reorgani­ 
sation bill w'as passed by the senate and 
now 
goes 
to 
conference. 
Secretary 
Sherman resigned as chief of the state 
department, to be succeeded 
by 
A s­ 
sistant Secretary Day and the latter by 
John B. Moore, of New York, an ac­ 
knowledged authority on international 
law, and the war department called on 
the several states for their quota to the 
volunteer army of tl)e United 
States. 
These make up the Important events of 
theday.It was not announced when Secre­ 
tary Sherman's resignation would take 
effect, the secretary having yielded his 
original idea of leaving at once and it 
Is presumed that he will remain until 
Judge Day qualifies as his successor.

State Kxecutlv«*« Notlflrd o f tho Number

Washington, April 26.—The feature of 
Interest at the war department yester­ 
day was the dispatch to the governors 
of the states and territories of circulars 
notifying them how many men they 
would be expected to furnish as volun­ 
teers, how they should be apportioned 
among the three arms of the service 
and where they should rendezvous In 
the United States army. 
Some of the 
quotas are given as follows: IlllnoiH, 
seven regiments of Infantry and one 
regiment cavalry; Indiana, four regi­ 
ments of Infantry and two light bat­ 
teries; Iowa, three regiments of infan­ 
try and two light batteries; 
Kansas, 
three regiments of Infantry; Michigan, 
four regiments of Infantry; Minnesota, 
three regiments of Infantry; Missouri, 
five regiments of Infantry and one light 
battery; Ohio, six regiments of infan­ 
try, four light batteries and two squa­ 
drons of cavalry; Wisconsin, three reg­ 
iments of Infantry. 


The department got notice yesterday 
that John Logan, son of the late Sen­ 
ator Logan, had raised a cavalry regi­ 
ment which he offered to the govern­ 
ment under his own command. 
It Is 
hoped that this can be accepted as part 
of the quota of men to be furnished by 
Illinois. 
John Jacob Astor. 
of 
New 
York, not content with 
oflfering 
the 
government 
free his 
splendid yacht 
Normahal and free transportation for 
troops and supplies over the railroads 
In which he Is Interested, has come for- 
W’ard with notice that he has raised and 
equipped at his own expense a battery 
of artillery which he desires to offer to 
the government under his own plans 
for service In Cuba. This olTer probably 
will be accepted. The department has 
been deluged with offers to raise volun­ 
teers In this way to the aggregate num­ 
ber of at least 50,000 men. 


Nothing Is known at the navy de­ 
partment of the reported cutting of the 
cable connecting Cuba with Key W est 
by the Mangrove ten miles out at sea. 
There Is a good deal of doubt as to the 
accuracy of the report and It is be­ 
lieved that the most that has been done 
In that direction has been the tapping 
of the cable for strategic purposes. The 
United States Is a party to a convention 
which binds all the signatories—most of 
the marine powers of the world—to re­ 
frain from Interference with cables In 
the event of war. Perry Belmont, while 
chairman of the house committee on 
foreign affairs, labored to this end for 
several years, and finally succeeded In 
having the United States sign the agree­ 
ment. 


A naval officer of high rank, when 
questioned on 
the 
subject, remarked 
that almost all agreements are 
sus­ 
pended by war when they injure the in­ 
terests of one of the combatants and 
favor the other. The cable connecting 
Cuba with Madrid 
would be a most 
powerful assistance 
to 
the 
Spanish 
cause Just now. and would work equal 
Injury to us: wherefore, said the officer, 
a prudent naval comi^ander doubiJess 
would cut the cable first and let the 
diplomats talk about It afterwards.

Judge Coolidge Believes That the 
Probate Judge Had Power 
to Appoint One. 


SHARAI CASE ARGUED AGAIN. 


T h« Circuit Judffe W ill Render H is 


Decision In the Contem pt 


C ase Tom orrow . 


Nearly all the lawyers who practice 
at the Berrien county bar are inter­ 
ested in the outcome of the contempt 
proceedings 
in 
the probate court 
af^ainst Alfred Sharai, the (guardian of 
the estate of Luke Sharai. 


Attorney Cady has been handlinfr 
the case of the heirs and secured an 
order for the removal of the guardian 
and the appointment of a special guar* 
dian for the estate. The case has been 
argued at muny ditTerent times of late 
in tlie probate court with Mr. Cady on 
the one side and A. L. Hammond on 
the other. Points of law that never 
before came up before the Berrien pro­ 
bate court were discovered and the case 
has been interesting from legal point 
of view from the very beginning. A 
week or two ago Mr. Hammond was re­ 
inforced in the case by Judge O'Hara 
and Mr Cady by Attorney Gore. 


The probate judge removed the old 
guardian and appointed a spccial guar­ 
dian. The originiul guardian, 
Mr. 
Sharai. was commanded by the court 
to deliver over the papers and mort­ 
gages belonging to the estate to tho 
special sruardian. hut Mr. Sharai re­ 
fused point blank to do it. Judge Van 
Riper ordered Sharai committed to 
jail until such time as he would deliver 
the papers over. 
Sharai was released 
at once on habeas corpus proceedings 
and the (|ue.stion that the attorneys 
discussed at the session of court luiit 
night was whether JiidgeVan Riper had 
a right to send Sharai to jail, as the 
case had been a{)peak‘d. and the de­ 
fendants claimed that an appeal tied 
the 
QÍ the probate court and 


•t^ edall prooeedinge. 


Judge O’Haru contended and made a 
good argument along the line that the 
refusal to deliver over papers was a 
civil contempt and ho produced much 
authority to prove that a civil contempt 
could not be enforced by imprisonment. 
If he was to bo punished the probate 
judge should have ordered him to jail 
for a certain period or fined him a cer­ 
tain amount and not have sentenced 
him to jail until a certain act was per­ 
formed. 


The counsel did not believe that the 
courts would justify the opinion of the 
S 
róbate court that because a man got 
runk four or live times a year that 
he was incompetent. They claimed 
the right of appeal and that all pro­ 
ceedings in the meantime must 
bo 
stayed. 


Mr. Gore held that in matters of 
guardians the authority of the probate 
judge was concurrent with the power 
of the circuit court, that the probate 
court had the absolute control of estates 
of minors and guardians. If the right 
of appeal svas granted in such cases it 
removes from tlie probate court the 
power to protect such estates. 


At the close of the argument Judge 


Coolidge decided that the 
specUl 
guardian was legally appointed a»ul 
ought to have possession of the estat e. 
Ho will render an opinion tomorrow in 
regard to the dispute whether the 
judge of probate has iKjwcr to enforce 
his command to deliver over certain 
papers by sending the person held in 
contempt to jail until he complies with 
the order.________

WAB KKVENUK TAXATION. 


Kew Feature» In the Hill the Uouae Will 
goon Consider. 


W ashington, April 26.—A t a confer­ 
ence of the Hepublican members of the 
w ays and m eans com m ittee yesterday 
the following features were added: One, 
which Is m ade section 25, gives a u ­ 
thority for taxed parties and concerns 
to m eet the increased rates. It follows: 
T hat every person, firm or corporation, 
who shall have m ade any contract prior 
to the passing of this act, and w ithout 
other provision therein for the paym ent 
of taxes Imposed by law enacted sub* 
sequent thereto, upon articles to be de­ 
livered under such contract, Is hereby 
authorized and em powered to add to 
the price thereof so m uch money as 
will be equivalent to the tax imposed 
on said articles by this act, and not 
previously paid by the vendee, and shall 
be entitled by a virtue hereof to be 
paid, and to sue for and to recover the 
sam e accordingly. 
And in all cases of 
artlclea m anufactured or produced, In 
whole or In part, upon commission, or 
w here the m aterial Is furnished by one 
p arty and m anufactured by another. If 
the m anufacturer shall be required to 
pay under this act th e tax hereby im ­ 
posed, such persons or persons so pay­ 
ing the sam e shall be entitled to collect 
the am ount thereof of the ow ner 01 
ow’ners and shall have a lien for the 
am ount th a t paid on th e produced or 
m anufactured goods. 


The amended bill Imposes a tax on 
telephone m essages as follows: 
For 
th irty miles or more, w here the charge 
does not exceed 25 cents, 1 cent; where 
charge exceeds 25 cents, and does not 
exceed ll.OO, 2 cents; from II to 15, 5

She r^Ins at the rate of 15 revo­ 
lutions per minute, and. you can easily 
see that she has no snap, but earns every 
cent of her wages. ’*
